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DETAILED ACTION 

The present Office Action is responsive to the Amendment received on September 13, 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

The rejection of claims 1, 4, and 6-10 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distincdy claim the subject matter, made in the 
Office Action mailed on March 13, 2006 is withdrawn in view of the Amendment received on 
September 13, 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 

The rejection of claims 1, 4, and 6-10 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Eisenberg et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,436,850, issued July 25, 1995) in view of Sotojara et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,948,763, issued September 7, 1999, filed April 10, 1996), made in die Office Action 
mailed on March 13, 2006 is withdrawn in view of the arguments presented in the Amendment 
received on September 13, 2006. 

Specifically, Applicants' arguments drawn to the lacking of motivation in the prior art for 
combining the teachings of Eisenberg et al., that is - the segmentation of the reference protein 
sequence into two or more segments that are predetermined to form a hydrophobic core and into 
one or more sub segment sequences that are not predetermined to form a hydrophobic core - with 
the teachings of Soto-Jara et al, that is - method of designing a peptide resulting in a particular 
pharmacologic activities (page 8, bottom paragraph through page 9, Response).
